Sally and Peter 
fohnson, who built the 
property themselves and 
have been burgled three 
times, returned home to 
find thieves had smashed 
their way through a set of 
patio doors using a hoe 
from the garden. 

Raiders smashed a 
cabinet and stole three 
licensed shotguns and a 
musket from inside. 

The thieves also stole a 
maroon Ford Focus 
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vehicle, registration AD03 
JW, thousands of 

pounds’ worth of 

jewellery and family 
heirlooms and a 

PlayStation 3. 

The same afternoon, 
some time between 
2.30pm and 5pm, 
burglars broke into a 
property in Prickwillow 
Road, Isleham, and stole 
four shotguns and two air 
rifles, among other items. 

The police helicopter 
was launched after the 
alarm was raised in a bid 
to catch the culprits, 
although police said 
nobody has yet been 
caught.

way and warned 
members of the public 
not to panic.

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Parking charges 
may break rules 

COUNCIL chiefs may be breaking 
Government rules by trying to 
introduce parking charges in Ely, the 
Weekly News can reveal. 

A letter obtained by the Weekly News 
shows that East Cambridgeshire District 
Council (ECDC) is cheating 
Government rules by trying to force 
people to pay to park in the city. 

In the letter, which is addressed to the 
Ely Traders’ Association (ETA), Robert 
Moloney, from the traffic division of the 
Department for Transport, says: “With 
regard as to how revenue from parking 
is used, the department’s operational 
guidance to local authorities on parking 
policy, and enforcement makes clear 
that they should never use parking 
charges just to raise revenue. 

“Where there is surplus income, the 
local authorities must ensure that any 
on-street revenue not used for 
enforcement is used for legitimate 
purposes only as prescribed in section 
55 of the Road Traffic Regulation Act 
1984 and that is main use is to improve, 
by whatever means, transport provision 
in the area so that road users benefit.” 

ECDC leader Peter Moakes has long 
since said he wants to introduce the 
charges to boost the authority’s income 
in the wake of Government cuts. Now, 
members of the ETA are now 
demanding ECDC bosses scrap the 
plans. 

Andrew Olley, a member of the ETA 
who spearheaded the 10,500-signature 
strong petition against the proposals, 
said: “He is willing to kill off trade in our 
city just to raise money for other 
projects that he has in the pipeline, 
many of which, like the out-of-town 
leisure centre, thousands of people are 
against.” 

A spokesman for ECDC, said: “No 
final decision has yet been taken.”

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Man jailed after 
‘horrific’ assault 
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A MAN who repeatedly 
stamped on the head of 
a former friend while he 
was unconscious in a 
“revenge attack” was 
told by a judge that it 
was a miracle he had not 
killed his victim. 

Mindaugas Buzius punched 
fonas Gerulskis to the floor in 
in a daylight attack in a village 
high street on March 13. 

The court was shown these 
disturbing CCTV images of the 
defendant walking to the One 
Stop shop in Wisbech Road, 
Littleport, with Mr Gerulskis at 
lunchtime that day, before 
stopping outside, punching 
the man to the floor and then 
repeatedly kicking and 
stamping on him while he lay 
unconscious. 

ludge Gareth Hawkesworth, 
a circuit judge for almost 12 
years and resident judge in 
Cambridge since 2004, told 
Buzius that it was one of the 
most horrifying attacks he had 
ever seen. 


The 24-year-old Lithuanian, 
of Station Road, Littleport, was 
sentenced to seven years in 
prison after pleading guilty to 
grievous bodily harm with 
intent. 

Sally Hickling, prosecuting, 
said: “He continued stamping 
him in the face and head using 
full force.” 

The CCTV footage showed a 
number of passers-by trying to 
intervene, including an elderly 
lady with a walking stick, but 
they were told to get out of the 


way as he kept returning to the 
victim. 

Police traced Buzius to a 
neighbouring shop after the 
assault had finished and 
arrested him. 

The offender, who had been 
drinking, had known Mr 
Gerulskis for six months 
through a job delivering and 
collecting charity bags in the 
area. 

Melanie Benn, in mitigation, 
said Buzius had told police he 
had been attacked by the 


victim previously and this was 
a revenge attack. 

Miss Hickling said: “The 
defendant told police ‘this is 
how it is done in Lithuania - 
one on one.’ ” 

She added that the victim 
had sustained “horrific 
injuries to his face” including 
fractures to his nose and face, 
an eye haemorrhage, lacer¬ 
ations and bruising. 

The court heard that Buzius 
had been wearing plastic 
sandals rather than hard shoes 
at the time. 

ludge Hawkesworth said: 
“This is one of the most 
horrifying attacks by one man 
on another with a foot than I 
have ever seen. 

“It was frankly a miracle that 
this attack did not result in 
your victim’s death. 

“The only reason was that 
you were wearing relatively 
soft shoes.” 

Det Sgt Phil Richardson 
from Cambridgeshire police 
described the attack as “a 
horrific act of violence”. 

He added: “He has shown no 
remorse for his actions and 
we’re pleased he has now been 
brought to justice.” 
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Drug users 
‘plaguing’ 
public loos 


DRUG addicts and alcoholics are 
plaguing public toilets in Ely, say 
angry residents who are de¬ 
manding police action. 

People say the city’s public loos - in 
particular the ones at Sacrist Gate and 
Palace Green - are also havens for sexual 
activity. 

The toilets are in the grounds of Ely 
Cathedral and managed by East 
Cambridgeshire District Council. 

Stuart Gardiner, of Newnham Street, 
Ely, said: “It is the toilets in the cathedral 
grounds that are attracting those 
responsible for all the drunken anti-social 
behaviour and rowdiness. 

“Each time I’ve been in the toilets there 
has been someone staggering around and 
being abusive. The toilets themselves are

vile - they are dirty and covered with 
seedy sexual graffiti. 

“These are in the grounds of our 
cathedral, which is visited by thousands of 
tourists every year. 

“Drug addicts and boozers should not 
be allowed to ruin them for the sake of 
everyone.” 

A nearby resident, who did not want to 
be named, said: “These toilets have been 
an issue for years - but things are getting 
worse.

£20m broadband 
funding agreed 

ALMOST every home and business in East 
Cambridgeshire could have super-fast 
broadband within four years after a £70m 
project was given the green light. 

It is hoped delivering a high-speed 
connection of 25 megabits a second or 
more to at least 90 per cent of properties 
will attract businesses and create jobs. 

Cambridgeshire County Council will 
contribute up to £20m and cabinet 
members approved borrowing to fund the 
initial outlay this week. 

Leader Cllr Nick Clarke said: “If we can 
help to create an even more vibrant 
economy we can spread the brand of 
Cambridge across Cambridgeshire. 

“Then people will be much more likely to 
be able to find jobs and look after 
themselves rather than relying on the 
state.” 

The project will be a partnership with the 
private sector, which is expected to 
contribute £50m. The council hopes to 
secure £8m from the Government. 
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inside them, alcoholics are relieving 
themselves in them and people meet 
inside them to have sex.

“The police should watch the toilets 
closely and monitor exactly what’s going 
on, before punishing those responsible.”

“But if this is happening on our 
doorsteps, I can assure people we will not 
pretend it is not happening - we will deal 
with it. 

“My message to anyone using the toilets 
to take drugs or engage in sexual activity 
is that you will be caught and punished - 
it is not something we will take lightly.” 

In February last year, Justin Baker, a 36- 
year-old man from Stuntney, was found 
dead in the toilets at Sacrist Gate after 
taking a lethal cocktail of drink and drugs. 

A spokeswoman for Ely Cathedral said: 
“With the increased tourist and visitor 
numbers we are experiencing in Ely we 
are fortunate to have these facilities so 
close to the city centre and the cathedral. 

“If the reports we are hearing are true, it 
is a great shame they are being used in 
this way. 

“We will fully support the council and 
the police in any action they have to take 
to keep the facilities by the Sacrist Gate 
and Palace Green safe and fit for purpose.” 

Both police and the district council 
urged anyone who suspects or witnesses 
any criminal activity in the toilets to call 
police on 0345 4564564.

Peacock plan 
gets go-ahead 


CONTENTIOUS plans to 
build a house on land next 
to an award-winning cafe 
have been given the green 
light. 

George Peacock, owner of 
Peacock Tearooms in Waterside, 
Ely, has been given planning 
permission to build a two- 
bedroom house next to the 
tearooms. 

Despite concerns from nearby 
residents, the plans were 
approved by East 

Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s planning committee on 
August 3. 

Members heard how five 
letters of complaint had been 
received regarding the proposals. 

Residents said the new house 
would have a detrimental impact 
on their properties, including a 
loss of light and view, and on the 
conservation area, which the site 
lies within. 

They also said the proposals 
were overdeveloping the site and 
that they would increase traffic 
using Waterside, which they said 
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is already congested. 

Among the complainants was 
John Long, of Waterside, who 
said: “The visual impact caused 
by the height of the building and 
its proximity to Riverside Walk 
would detract severely from the 
otherwise pleasurable environ¬ 
ment. The Riverside Walk is 
well used, particularly at 
weekends and holiday periods. 

“The building itself would be 
out of keeping with its 
immediate surroundings in this 
conservation area and would 
have a very severe impact on 
the visual amenity of 
properties. 

“The number of objections 
may be small but the number 
of people affected would be 
large. It is essential that the 
planning committee visit this 
sensitive site before making a 
decision.” 

It was local ward Cllr Will 
Burton who requested the 


proposals were brought before 
the committee “due to the 
importance of the site and local 
public interest” 

However, the committee has 
followed planning officer Sue 
Finlayson’s recommendation 
and approved the proposals. 

In her report, Mrs Finlayson 
said: “It is considered that the 
proposal has been carefully 
designed to reflect existing 
vernacular features, but also 
create a building of character 
which will add significantly to 
the overall appearance of the 
conservation area and fill and 
important ‘gap’ in the river 
frontage. 

“The design has also taken 
care to minimise the impact on 
the setting of the adjacent 
listed building, being 
subservient to it and the gallery 
building. 

“The design also ensures that 
the impact on residential 
amenity is minimised.” 

Mr Peacock, acting through 
agents Freeman Brear Arch¬ 
itects, submitted the proposals.

Outcry as drivers 
take park shortcut 


DRIVERS who are putting 
people’s lives at risk by 
driving through a ped¬ 
estrianised park have been 
branded as ‘ignorant’. 

Residents say they are 
“horrified” after witnessing 
vehicles being driven through 
Cherry Hill Park in Ely. 

It is believed drivers have been 
using the city’s popular park as a 
shortcut to get from one side of 
the city to the other. 

They have been spotted driving 
through the opening in Broad 
Street, up through the park, and 
then through Sacrist’s Gate onto 
the High Street. 

Some people claim the culprits 
are staff at Ely Cathedral who are 
doing it because The Porta 
entrance is closed during 
maintenance work. 

But a spokeswoman for the 
cathedral insists it is not the case. 

John Clarke, of Victoria Street, 
Ely, said: “I couldn’t believe my 
eyes when I first saw it. 

“I was horrified - this is a park 
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where people are walking, 
children are playing and dogs are 
present - it’s illegal and someone 
could get seriously injured. 

“A woman was driving through 
the park at around 40mph so I 
stopped her and asked her what 
on earth she was doing. She said 
she was allowed to do it. 

“I walk through the park 
everyday and have noticed a few 
more drivers doing the same.” 

Brenda Harrington, of Jubilee 
Terrace, Ely, said: “Can somebody 
please tell me who these 
ignorant, idiotic people are who 
are driving through Cherry Hill? 

“I’ve seen the cars coming 
through the pedestrian entrance 
in Broad Street and driving right 
the way through. 

“Not only is it against the law 
it’s also extremely dangerous. 

“This is a busy, public 
pedestrianised space - not a 
place for vehicles.” 

A spokeswoman for the 


cathedral said all staff are aware 
that the park is pedestrianised 
and that they are only allowed to 
drive through Sacrist’s Gate - and 
no further - if it is essential. 

She added: “All staff have been 
given permission to park at The 
King’s School whilst the works on 
The Porta are in progress and 
have been told that if they have 
an essential need to bring a 
vehicle into the cathedral 
precinct that they should use the 
Sacrist’s Gate for vehicular 
access.” 

A spokesman for East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council 
confirmed the authority had 
received two complaints about 
the issue. 

The spokesman said: “This has 
never been a problem before but 
we have had two complaints 
about it recently. 

“It is illegal to drive through the 
park and we would urge anybody 
who spots vehicles travelling 
through Cherry Hill to call us on 
(0J353) 665555.”

Growth will not 
be organic 

Sir, in reference to the letter from Mr 
Penberth (‘Mushrooms are important’, 
Weekly News, August 11) regarding the 
nutritional value of mushrooms, I 
agree with him that it would be 
interesting to compare the total food 
value of a mushroom crop grown on 
39 hectares of fenland soil, as opposed 
to an arable crop actually grown in 39 
hectares of soil. In theory, as the 
mushrooms are an intensive all-year- 
round crop, there should be no 
contest. However, the mushrooms do 
come with a very heavy carbon 
footprint, from die initial construction 
of the plant in Littieport and the 
essential continuous vehicle 
movements in and out of the plant 
seven days a week. The increase in 
HGV traffic will affect the whole of East 
Cambridgeshire district and should be 
taken into account. 

I assume that Mr Penberth is a 
vegetarian, with his detailed 
knowledge of the mineral and vitamin 
content of mushrooms, in particular 
vitamin B12. However, checking the 
Vegetarian Society website it seems 
that he would be better using yeast 
extract or some fortified breakfast 
cereals, as they are said to be a more 
reliable source of B12 than 
mushrooms. 

Also, I would like to bring to his 
attention that the proposed 
mushroom farm in Littieport will not 
be growing organic mushrooms and, 
therefore, will be using biological 
controls and pesticides to aid the 
growing process - not ideal for the 
health-conscious vegetarian or 
anyone, come to that.

Mushrooms are 
more productive 

Sir, I wish to echo the points made by 
Mike Penberth (‘Mushrooms are 
important’, Weekly News, August 11) 
regarding the proposed mushroom 
farm and anaerobic digester at 
Littieport. 

One of the reasons for our nation’s 
economic problems is a lack of 
investment. Here are two companies 
preparing to invest a very large sum of 
money to produce a crop which is 
largely imported at present, thereby 
making an important contribution to 
our balance of payments. They are also 
proposing to recycle their waste in the 
AD plant to produce usable gas, heat 
and valuable fertiliser. Some people 
have expressed concern that 
productive farm land will be lost but a 
few simple calculations show that the 
proposed land area is currently 
capable of producing about 400 
tonnes of wheat per year, compared 
with 6,760 tonnes of mushrooms. 

The technology proposed is well tried 
and tested. Indeed, many people who 
are concerned about the development 
will have driven past AD plants and 
not known they were there. Jane 
Howell had earlier expressed concern 
that we would be losing some of the 
wild fen landscape, but there has been 
very little wild fen landscape around 
since 1635.

Accept the reality

Canon calls for open-mindedness 


A MINISTER at Ely Cathedral 
has voiced his concerns over 
people’s attitude towards 
Muslims. 

Alan Hargrave, Canon Missioner at 
the cathedral, is urging people of all 
religions to be more open-minded 
when it comes to Muslims wanting to 
build a small mosque in the city. 

Speaking in this month’s Ely 
Cathedral Newsletter, Canon 
Hargrave says people should be 
willing for Ely to be a multi-faith 
society. 

His views come weeks after the 
English Defence League (EDL) 
threatened to stage a protest in the 
city to fight plans to build the Muslim 
prayer centre. 

Canon Hargrave said: “The reports 
about a possible EDL march in Ely are 
deeply disturbing. 

“Muslims, along with Christians 
and Jews, have always been one of 
the great Abrahamic faiths, who share 
much in common. 

“Over the centuries, for the most 
part, the three faiths have lived 
together relatively peacefully. 

“If we oppose their building a place 
of worship, they will not go away and 
we will merely build the sort of 
tensions, fears and hatred that have 
fuelled the extremism we have 
witnessed in recent years - among 
Christians as well as Muslims. 

“Freedom of worship is something

we enjoy in our democracy - indeed, 
it is central to it and something we 
ought to defend at all costs.” 

Members of the Ely Muslims group 
announced they wanted to build a 
“miniature mosque” in Ely in 
February. 

The management committee of the 
Paradise Centre had told them they 
would lease them part of its land, 
along New Barns Road, if they gained 
planning permission to build the 
prayer centre. 

The group has about 50 members 
who gather inside the Paradise Centre 
on Fridays. 

But the proposals have proved 
controversial, with people cam¬ 
paigning against the scheme, saying 
Muslims should not be allowed to 
build such a facility. 

The EDL, which recently staged a 
march in Cambridge, has also 
threatened to come to the city if the 
plans progress. 

Canon Hargrave said: “Our 
question ought not to be: ‘Should 
Muslims be building a prayer room in 
Ely?’ 

“Instead we should ask ourselves: 
‘What am I doing to go out of my way 
to make people and other faiths and 
other cultures feel welcome here 
among us?”’

A DAD who suffers with a 
rare form of blood cancer 
will cycle hundreds of miles 
to help others fighting the 
disease. 

Dominic Bright, 41, was 
diagnosed with a rare Myelo¬ 
proliferative Disorder (MPD) 
around three years ago. 

The disorder means that father- 
of-three Mr Bright produces 
excessive amounts of red blood 
cells, often making his blood 
“sticky” and susceptible to 
clotting. 

Mr Bright, who lives with his 
wife and children in Berry Close, 
Stretham, takes medication every 
day for the disease and suffers 
with fatigue as a result. 

But later this month, Mr Bright 
will be putting his tiredness to one 
side and cycling from his home to 
Paris to raise money for MPD 
Voice, a charity which supports 
MPD sufferers across the world. 

Mr Bright, who works at 
AmeyCespa waste site in 
Waterbeach, said: “I was 
diagnosed with MPD around three 
years ago. 

“I’d had a bad stomach ache for 
around 10 days and it was getting

worse so I went to the 
doctor. 

“I was told I had a 
hernia so went to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital to 
have it dealt with, but it 
was there that I was told 
there was something a bit 
more serious causing the 
pain. 

“Scans showed that I 
had a massive blood clot 
beside my liver which had 
shrunk my liver in half. 

“I had test after test and 
then that’s when I was 
diagnosed with MPD. 


“I’d never heard of it 
before and people very 
rarely have. The main way 
it affects me is it makes me 
tired and I do have to have 
regular blood tests.” 

Mr Bright said: “I got 
into cycling because I was 
told exercising helps fight 
the fatigue and it does 
help me. 

“I cycle to work and I try 
and cycle two or three 
evenings a week. 

“I know the ride to Paris 
is going to be tough but 
I’m training hard and just 


want to raise as much 
money for MPD Voice as 
possible. 

“The charity has helped 
me come to terms with 
MPD so much and I know 
it helps others in the same 
way.” 

Mr Bright and a friend 
from Surrey, Steve Fidgett, 
set off on their challenge 
on Tuesday, August 30.

Fury as power cuts hit businesses 

can.” 


BUSINESS owners are demanding answers 
after a power cut forced them to close - twice 
in just eight days. 

Shops along The Cloisters side of Ely’s 
Market Place were left without power last 
Thursday due to a problem with a nearby 
underground electricity network. 

Some stores were left without electricity for 
just a few hours - although some, including 
Petrou Brothers fish and chip shop, and the 
Card Factory, were forced to close for the 
majority of the day. 

Mark Petrou, owner of the award-winning 
fish and chips shop, said: “On two occasions 
in just eight days we had to close because we 
had no power. It’s ridiculous. 

“Thursday is one of our busiest days with it 
being market day and the amount of trade we 
lost is huge. 

“Businesses can’t afford to close like that - 
times are tough and we need all the trade we 


Other shops affected on Thursday included 
Dorothy Perkins, Superdrug and stationery 
shop Tindalls. 

The problem was first discovered at about 
7.30am and many were left without power for 
a few hours. 

However, some, including the Card Factory 
and Petrou Brothers, had to close until just 
before 3.30pm. The same shops were also 
affected by a lengthy power cut on Wednesday 
(August 3). 

UK Power Networks, which is responsible 
for the power supply, has apologised to its 
customers. 

A spokesman for the major firm said: “We 
appreciate how difficult it is to be without 
electricity and we do everything we can to 
minimise any dismption caused. The problem 
lay with a low-voltage underground network 
and that has now been permanently repaired.”

Police under fire 
over shoplifting 


Fuming: Tom 

Peters claims 

police aren’t 

taking 

shoplifting 

seriously 

enough.

THE owner of a pop¬ 
ular antiques shop is 
urging police to be 
more proactive in 
tackling shoplifting. 

Tom Peters, who owns 
Waterside Antiques in Ely, 
insists police are not taking 
shoplifting and theft seri¬ 
ously enough. 

In the past 12 months, Mr 
Peters estimates that thieves 
have left him £6,000 out of 
pocket. 

He claims police officers’ 
“laid back” attitude towards 
shoplifting and theft from 
his business is causing more 
thieves to target it. 

Only a fortnight ago, Mr 
Peters says he caught a 
woman stealing a hat from 
the shop. 

She was arrested but has 
since been released without 
charge. 

Mr Peters, who has owned 
the shop for six years, said: 
“I’m absolutely fuming. 

“We caught this woman 
red-handed - it was all there 
on the CCTV footage for 
police to see. 

“We knew she’d been 


stealing for around three 
years and this was the first 
time we had hard evidence 
of her doing it. 

“What message does this 
give to her and other thieves 
- the police are basically 
letting them get away with it 
every time?” 

Last month, police were 
called to the antiques shop, 
in Waterside, Ely, after two 
men were caught trying to 
force their way inside the 
premises with a crowbar. 

Both men, aged 45 and 37, 
were arrested at the scene, 
just after 10.30pm on luly 13, 
and have been bailed to 
return to Ely police station 
on September 21. 

Mr Peters said: “The 
thieves are always arrested 
but after that nothing 
serious seems to happen. 


“We have high security 
measures and CCTV in place 
but it doesn’t stop some 
people - they are deter¬ 
mined and know what they 
are doing. 

“We need the police to 
take this more seriously and 
punish them - they are 


ruining ours and other’s 
livelihoods.” 

A spokesman for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Constabulary 
said: “Our officers take any 
shoplifting offence or theft 
seriously 

“Whenever an incident 
from Waterside Antiques has 
been reported we have 
attended and dealt with it in 
the appropriate way 

“Our message to all 
thieves and shoplifters is 
that they need to beware 
because they will be 
caught.” 

Regarding the woman 
who was arrested, the 
spokesman added: “We 
carried out an investigation 
into this incident and it was 
found that no crime had 
been committed.”

Coffee shops 
spark anger 
over seating 


CAFES in Ely are putting too 
many chairs and tables on the 
pavements outside their doors. 

That’s the message from frustrated 
residents who are calling for councillors to 
take action. 

Cambridgeshire County Council (CCC) 
is responsible for outdoor seating - 
although bosses say there is currently no 
laws on how many tables and chairs can 
be placed outside premises in Ely. 

The City of Ely Council is in talks with 
the county council about taking over the 
responsibility. 

Residents insist action needs taking - in 
particular outside Costa Coffee in Market 
Street, The Lunchbox in Market Place, and 
Starbucks in High Street. 

Peter Stevens, of Northwold, Ely, said: 
“Who’s allowing our cafes to get away with 
having such huge areas of outdoor 
seating? 

“I’ve noticed Costa Coffee and 
Starbucks have quite heavily increased 
the number of tables and chairs they have 
outside - and it’s not on. 

“They are forcing pedestrians to step off 
the pavement and into the road at times, 
which is a major health and safety 
hazard.” 

Another resident, Sabrina Davidson, 
from Little Downham, said: “When I 
walked past Starbucks in Ely I actually had

to step off the pavement and into the road 
to get past. 

“The reason for that was because there 
were too many tables and seats outside. 
Then as I walked a bit further along I 
noticed The Lunchbox was also doing the 
same.” 

Ely mayor Cllr John Yates said: “Even 
though we have not had any complaints 
about this we aware it is causing issues. 
We are in discussions with the county 
council about them delegating the 
responsibility to us. If that is successful, 
there would be limits that we would set. 

“We would deal with the cafes 
sympathetically but I am aware that some 
of their seating areas are encroaching on 
pedestrianised areas.” 

A CCC spokesman said: “We have 
received three complaints about tables 
and chairs outside the premises of Costa 
Coffee and we have written to them 
asking them to move the tables and chairs 
back to their previous line on the 
pavement.” 

No cafes were available to comment on 
the issue. 

Representatives from the city and the 
county council are set to meet next month 
to discuss the way forward.

Jenni’s on course 


a past master 



Accomplished: Wicken girl Jenni French’s article has been published 
in the distinguished journal Science. 759399

A T 16 years old, 

Jenni French faced 
a typical teenage 
dilemma. She knew she 
wanted to go to college, 
but wasn’t sure what she 
wanted to do for a career. 

Then she met Dr Christopher 
Walender, a teacher at Hills 
Road College. And the rest is 
history. Or rather, archaeology. 

Last month, the respected 
international weekly journal 
Science published an article 
written by Jenni, now a 24-year- 
old second-year PhD student at 
Cambridge University, and her 
supervisor, Professor Sir Paul 
Mellars. The piece made Jenni, 
who comes from Wicken, “one 
of the youngest co-authors” 
ever to be published in the 
journal. 

Their research took a new 
look at the long-standing 
debate as to just what caused 
the Neanderthals to die off, and 
it grabbed worldwide media 
attention. 

After she completed her 
GCSEs at Soham Village College, 
she moved on to Hills Road Sixth

Form College, where she chose 
to study English literature, 
German, theatre studies - and a 
course in archaeology. That 
choice changed her life. 

She said: “I had a really, really 
brilliant archaeology teacher at 
Hills Road college, Dr 
Christopher Walender, who 
made me think seriously about 
archaeology. 

“Before then I hadn’t really 
thought that much about what I 
would do or whether I would 
even go to university - he 
inspired me. 

“I got four As in my A levels 
and was accepted to Durham 
University to study archaeology. 
It was brilliant and really 
exciting. The department there 
is fantastic.” 

Her specialist subject was 
paleolithic archaeology, 
otherwise known as the Old 
Stone Age. On completing her 
degree, with one of the highest 
scores in her year, she decided 
to study for a master’s in 
archaeological research and was 


accepted at the University of 
Cambridge. 

She said: “I decided I wanted 
to study at Cambridge where 
Professor Sir Paul Mellars would 
be my supervisor as I had read a 
lot of his work and my 
supervisor in Durham studied 
under him.” 

Jenni received a scholarship 
from St John’s College, which 
allowed her to live in the city 
rather than commuting from 
Wicken. 

She concentrated on the 
study of indigenous 
Neanderthals and it was from 
her master’s research and thesis 
that she put together the Science 
article with the help of Sir Paul, 
a professor of pre-history and 
human evolution in the 
department of archaeology. 

She said: “Paul is brilliant - he 
is always willing to give you his 
time and advice and lend you 
books you can’t get hold of. I 
would not have got the thing in 
Science without Paul’s help. 
Because Paul is such a big name 
he likes to publish a lot of his 
research and he had suggested 
it.” 


They worked for 18 months 
to collate her research before 
sending it to Science, which 
published it in its July 30 
edition. 

The piece discusses how 
Europe’s earliest residents - the 
indigenous Neanderthals - 
could have been “out- 
populated” more than 40,000 
years ago by Homo sapiens - 
something which Jenni found 
“incredibly interesting”. 

Jenni said: “I enjoy this era 
because everything seems so 
fundamental, everything starts 
from here. I found it so 
fascinating that there is this very 
short window of time when we 
co-exist with a very similar 
species.” 

She added: “I feel so 
honoured to have my research 
published with Paul. My family 
are really pleased as well, 
although they didn’t understand 
how important it was until I 
explained what Science was. 

“They were a bit surprised 
about my studies because I 
don’t think they thought I would 
study for as long as I have. But 
they are very supportive.” 


Sir Paul has said she is “one of 
the sharpest and cleverest 
students” he has had during his 
40 years supervising PhD 
students. 

He said: “She is immensely 
hard-working and is extremely 
focused and analytical in her 
thinking. Although she hasn’t 
trained as one, she thinks like a 
scientist. 

“It’s a phenomenal article 
that is in Science. She must be 
one of the youngest authors 
ever to get into this journal, 
which is the top scientific 
journal in the world. 

“It’s the kind of thing that 
professorships are made of.” 

He said despite her concerns 
that she may struggle to find a 
job on completing her PhD, she 
has “great prospects” especially 
after the publication of her 


research as “it’s the highest 
currency you can get”. 

Jenni, who hopes to become 
a university lecturer in the 
subject, admits she finds it hard 
to switch off. She forces herself 
to do so by working just as hard 
at her hobbies. 

She said: “I belong to Pied 
Pipers Musical Theatre Club 
and take part in a couple of 
performances each year. I like to 
keep my hand in musical 
theatre as I enjoyed it at 
college.” 

She also lets off steam by 
playing korfball, a cross 
between netball and basketball. 

Jenni said: “I have been 
playing it for about two and a 
half years and it’s really fast 
paced. It’s great because it 
means I can take my mind off 
things.”

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Council pays £756 
for cancelled CC1V

A PARISH council has paid 
more than £700 for a CCTV 
service that it has not been 
receiving. 

For the past three years, 
Littleport Parish Council has been 
paying national firm Chubb Fire 
& Security Ltd a service contract 
for the CCTV camera which 
monitors the village’s historic 
Harley Davidson memorial 
statue. 

However, the authority has 
recently discovered that there has 
been no contract in place - yet it 
has still been charged for the 
service. 

The bill to date is £756 - and 
the parish council is now 
demanding a refund. 

It is believed the contract was 
in place up until 2008 - when it 
was accidentally cancelled, either 
by Chubb itself or by East 
Cambridgeshire District Council. 

The parish council has been 
told that its contract was 
cancelled, instead of the contract 
Chubb had at the time with the 
district council in relation to The 
Makings, in Ely. 

The contract at The Makings 
should have been cancelled when 


it closed down in 2008 for a major 
refurbishment to get under way - 
but it is believed the parish 
council has been paying for that 
contract instead of the one for the 
memorial. 

The Maltings has since re¬ 
opened under new management 
and has new CCTV contracts in 
place. Lynda Clarke-Jones, clerk 
of the parish council, said: “We’re 
not sure whether it was Chubb’s 
or the district counciFs fault but 
it’s clear an error was made. 

“This all came to light when we 
recently realised there was a fault 
with the camera which looks over 
the memorial. 

“When we called Chubb to ask 
them to send someone out to 
look at it they told us we didn’t 
have a contract with them and 
that it was cancelled in 2008. 

“We’ve been told that we’ve 
been paying for the contract at 


The Maltings, which should have 
been cancelled instead of ours. 

“There’s no row or argument 
over this - we’re just asking for the 
refund as obviously we’ve been 
paying for something that hasn’t 
benefited us.” 

A spokeswoman for Chubb 
said: “I can confirm that there 
was an error with regard to the 
CCTV service contract for the 
Harley Memorial and the The 
Makings. This error is currently 
being resolved to all parties’ satis¬ 
faction.” 

An East Cambridgeshire 
District Council spokesman said: 
“We can confirm the CCTV 
contract at The Maltings was 
cancelled before refurbishment 
took place, but the district 
council has no involvement in the 
ongoing CCTV arrangements at 
the Harley Memorial in 
Littleport.”

The daughters of the soil

W HILE many of us will 
be sunning ourselves 
abroad this summer, TV 
gardener Chris Beardshaw will 
be out in the garden with his 
three daughters, sowing, digging 
and insect-hunting. 

The award-winning garden designer and 
broadcaster, a regular on BBC Two’s 
Gardeners ’ World and Radio 4’s Gardeners ’ 
Question Time , says the long school 
summer holidays are an ideal time to 
introduce children to the wonders of the 
garden and make them more ecologically 
aware. 

Beardshaw, who runs his own design 
business, gives talks and lectures across the 
UK, works with schools to facilitate 
outdoor landscapes and runs his own 
mentoring scholarship, will be spending 
time at his home in Gloucester to 
encourage his children to get their hands 
dirty. 

“Some things are straightforward like 
sowing seeds of short-term crops such as 
lettuces and rocket which will be cropping 
before the end of the summer holidays, but 
it’s also good to sow things that are more

long-term. We’ve planted apple trees and 
are anticipating our first crop of apples.” 

Explaining the way in which different 
flowers attract different insects is an ideal 
way to engage children, he observes. 

“One of the things which stimulate 
children is the way in which the floral 
elements of the garden attract organisms 
such as bees, butterflies and other insects. 
Of course, it’s great to explain the way in 
which different insects are attracted to 
different flowers. 

“Try to get the children to understand 
that the shape of the flower is largely going 
to dictate the type of insect that’s going to 
be visiting. Tubular flowers tend to attract 
insects with long tongues, such as long- 
tongued bees, butterflies and moths. 

“The flatter flowers from the daisy 


family, such as echinacea, are much better 
for shorter-tongued insects such as the 
honey bee.” 

For a bit of fun, you can buy online a 
listening device for bats, which are likely to 
be in the neighbourhood harvesting midges 
and moths on the wing at night. 

“To bring the garden to life at night is 
extraordinary. We had a lovely moon last 
night and ventured out before the kids went 
to bed and just stood and listened to what 
was going on.” 

Many veg, whether root or leaf crops, 
can be used as a salad crop, he notes. 

“We sowed all of last year’s seed which 
hadn't been previously sown, all mixed 
together, in one redundant area of the 
garden and harvested the leaves - 
nasturtiums, carrots and bulls blood beet 


leaf can all be cut and used as a quick salad 
crop within four to six weeks. And there’s 
nothing wrong with letting those crops 
grow on to harvest young vegetables. 

“Sowing has traditionally been thought 
of as a spring activity, but there’s no reason 
why you can't sow all year round, using the 
tops of lemonade bottles or cloches to 
protect young seedlings.” 

Beardshaw, who is involved with a 
variety of schools’ initiatives, says the 
number of children becoming involved in 
gardening is on the rise because of an 
increased awareness through schools and 
everyday reading matter which points to 
the importance of five-a-day and food 
sources. 

Garden shows often have points of 
interest for children, such as the Chester 


Zoo garden at the recent RHS Tatton Park 
show in Cheshire, which was based on a 
dinosaur theme complete with a model 
dinosaur, along with four football-themed 
gardens. 

“Many more schools are getting 
involved in using their external 
environment as a green classroom. For a 
relatively modest investment, you get a 
huge return in school gardens. 

“When I was a child, I was told that it 
was only remedial students who studied 
horticulture and gardening. How things 
have changed.” 

Among the most popular gardening jobs 
among kids is composting, he reflects, and 
it’s never too late to start your own compost 
heap. 

“Children are fascinated by composting, 
probably because it involves a little bit of 
decomposition, muck, smelly stuff, insects 
and worms. It’s something they can literally 
get their fingers in to and allows them to 
start to appreciate the importance of 
looking after soil.” 

Others may simply enjoy collecting 
leaves and flowers to make into collages, or 
building logpiles to attract a variety of 
insects. 

“Let the grass grow a little longer to 
allow some of the clovers, daisies, 
dandelions and ajugas to come through 
because looking at even the smallest 
section of grass which you’ve allowed to 
grow long, you see all sorts of insects and 
invertebrates crawling around there.” 

Don’t feel that you have to spend all day 
and every day lecturing the children about 
nature - or it will seem like an extremely 
long summer break. 

“The most important thing is to get 
children outside to find their own 
entertainment,” he says.

Long-awaited Kia due in two weeks 


FOLLOWING on 
from the recent 
launch of the all- 
new Picanto city car

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4x4 demand at all-time high 


THE demand for new 
4x4 vehicles has 
reached an all-time 
high, according to new 
research by 

Motoring.co.uk. 

Over the last 12 months, 
there has been a 35 per cent 
increase in motorists search¬ 
ing for new 4x4s, while new 
superminis have seen a 30 per 
cent drop in searches and 
new hatchbacks have fallen 


by 12 per cent. This is despite 
the highest fuel prices on 
record, escalating insurance 
premiums and rising 
motoring costs. 

This rise in demand for 4x4 
vehicles is partly due to the 
fact that car manufacturers 
have addressed the concerns 
among car buyers over fuel 
efficiency and the environ¬ 
ment. A good example of this 
is the new Range Rover 
Evoque which has already 


stacked up more than 20,000 
pre-orders before it becomes 
available later this year.

for many years. 

Chris Green, co-founder 
and sales director of 
Motoring.co.uk, comments: 
“In the past, opponents of 
4x4s have disliked the 
vehicles’ fuel consumption 
and some people have 
believed they make conges¬ 
tion worse. Over the last 
couple of years, more fuel 
efficient, smaller engine 4x4 
vehicles have been launched, 
allaying motorists’ concerns. 

“However, the 4x4 sector is 


split between the smaller 
engine, fuel-efficient models 
which are seeing a rise in 
demand and the larger, 
higher C02 emitting counter¬ 
parts which are dipping in 
demand, as motorists 
struggle to reconcile the 
growing running costs, 
increased fuel prices and tax 
disincentives.

And prices have remained 
high this year. In 2011, the 4x4 
sector that has recorded price 
resilience not seen in any 
other area of the market. 

“As major manufacturers 
continue to invest in more 
fuel efficient, smaller engine 
4x4s, we will we continue to 
see demand continue to grow 
as motorists favour their size, 
safety and road handling in 
bad weather conditions.”

Seat replaces the Leon Cupra with 
Leon FR+ as Marshall sales expand 


SEAT has revised its range of 
performance Leon cars by replacing 
the Cupra model with a new FR+. 

One in four Leons sold last year 
was in FR trim, so this move aims to 
capitalise on that popularity. 

The range-topping Cupra R model is 
here to stay, though, with extra kit and 
a £10 price reduction for 61-plate 
models. 

The new performance Leon range 
starts with the FR, which will be 
available with either a 123bhp 
turbocharged 1.4 petrol engine or a 
138bhp diesel, the latter of which can 
be ordered with a twin-clutch paddle- 
operated DSG gearbox. These models 
are designed to appeal to buyers who 
might be limited by insurance or cost 
limitations. 


A step up is the new, more 
aggressive FR+ model, which 
houses either a 208bhp petrol 
powerplant or a 167bhp diesel one. 
Over and above FR spec it adds 
special 18-inch alloy wheels, Seat’s 
latest satnav system, bi-xenon 
headlights and front parking sensors. 
The FR already has a set across the 
rear. 

The combined value of these extras 
comes to £2,465 at the 
manufacturer’s recommended retail 
prices, but the premium for all this on 
the FR+ is only £1,070. 

The FR range starts at £18,205 on 
the road, while the most expensive 
FR+ model before adding any further 
options is £22,615. 

While the popularity of the FR trim 


level relative to the base Cupra has 
seen the Cupra dropped from the line¬ 
up altogether, more than £1,600 of 
extras have been added to the Cupra 
R. On top of that, the price has fallen 
by £10. 

The 262bhp petrol-powered Cupra 
R will get the same satnav as the 
FR+, LED rear light clusters, 

Bluetooth connectivity and bi-xenon 
headlights as standard, for £25,995. 

Meanwhile, staff at Marshall Seat 
have been celebrating after helping 
the dynamic Spanish car maker clock 
up record sales in July. 

Marshall Seat smashed its sales 
targets to help the Barcelona-based 
brand record its highest ever market 
share for a single month at 2.07 per 
cent. 

The Cambridge dealership helped 
the marque - famous for models 
including the Ibiza supermini, Leon 
family hatchback and multi award¬ 
winning Alhambra MPV - to outsell 
several big name rivals in July. 

The latest figures released by the 
Society of Motor Manufacturers and 
Traders (SMMT) show Seat nationally 
has increased its share of the 
shrinking UK car market by an 
impressive 6.7 per cent during 2011. 

Jamie Lewis, sales manager at 
Marshall Seat, said: “There may be a 
lot of doom and gloom about in the 
economy, but we’re bucking that 
trend and enjoying a tremendous year 
so far. 

“And we don’t expect things to slow 
down any time soon as, in the run-up 
to the September ‘61 ’ plate change, 
our latest suite of special offers is 
among the best I can remember.”

Mini E gets pre-sale assessment 


THE BMW Group, with 
support from the 
Government, has just 
completed its latest Mini E 
test programme, which saw 
40 of the cars leased to 
private and fleet users. A total 
of 138 drivers then used them 
over 12 months. 

More than 250,000 miles 
were driven in the cars 
during the trial, with one 
female commuter covering 
nearly 8,000 miles through 
autumn and winter alone. 

The average cost to each of 
the drivers was just 2p per 
mile, with the average 
journey distance being just 
less than 30 miles. 

Almost all charging was 
done at home, on average 
three times per week. Nine 
out of 10 of the drivers said 
the charging ‘regime’ actually 
suited their lifestyle, and 96 


per cent said they would 
consider buying an electric 
car having lived with one for 
a length of time. 

In contrast to the widely 
publicised range anxiety 
issue, three-quarters of the 
people in the Mini E test said 
that driving efficiently and 
using the regenerative 
braking to try to get to their 
destinations using as little 
charge as possible became a 
game, and therefore fun. 

The speed of charging was 
an issue for fleet users, and 
fleet managers highlighted 
the need for a clear 
procedure for the recharging 
of a pool of electric cars. 

However, fleet drivers 
reported that the Mini E was 
effective for 70 per cent of the 
journeys made during the 
working day (compared to 80 
per cent for private users).
